Guam as “Deterrent.” 

Amiral Leahy, chief of naval | 
operations, appeared before the | 
senate naval affairs committee to | 
urge the proposal, saying the stra- | 
tegic position of such a base in 
the western Pacific would give it 
“inestimable value” to this coun- 
try and act as a strong “deter- 
rent” for any nation which might 
contemplate an attack upon Ha-| 
waii or the Pacific coast of the 
United States. 

The senate’s vote came in the 
course of its consideration of the 
$358, 000,000 rearmament bill, car- 
rying the bulk of the administra- 
tion’s national defense program. 
(Senators George and Russell both 
voted for the airplane program.) 
The measure already has passed | 
the house, but that body voted for 
a 5,500-plane air corps. 

Plane Limit Raised. 

After the house vote, however, 
Secretary Woodring urged that 
this limitation be raised by 500 
planes.

A man earning $300 per year 
($6 per week) should be re- 
quired to pay an additional tax 
of $9 per year through the me- 
dium of a saleg tax, is the sub- 
stance of a statement made in 
the house of representatives by 
one of the most vigorous advo- 
cates of this “Soak the Poor” 
tax. That-one argument showed 
up the whole philosophy of those 
who vigorously advocate a sales 
tax. And yet these same advo- 
cates of the sales tax would 
probably shudder at the mere 
thought of removing all exemp- 
tions from the present net in- 
come tax law, which does not 
tax a married man on the first | 
$2,500 of his earnings; nor the, 
single man on the first $1,000 of 
his net earnings; and then, after 
allowing these exemptions, taxes 
the first $1,000 above the ex- 
emptions, only 1 per cent. 


Stated another way—the 3 per 
cent sales tax bill now before 
the house would tax a married 
man, earning only $300 per year, 
3 per cent on his total earnings, 
with no exemptions, while the 
present net income tax bill taxes 
a married man, earning $3,500 
per year only $10 or 1 per cent. 
on the $1,000 he earns in excess | 
of $2,500. | 


This’ same advocate said the 
rich had been further taxed by a | 
tax on intangibles, but he didn’t | 
tell the public that the intangi- | 
bles tax reduced the tax on 
money to 10 cents per $1,000;. 
and the tax on stocks and bonds | 
to $3 per thousand from a for- | 
mer tax of more than $30 per'| 
$1,000. And yet, he says the 
poor devil earning $300 per year 
should pay the same tax on his 
$300 salary as is paid on $3,000 
worth of stocks or bonds. 

What is the sales tax anyway? 
It is an upside down income tax. 
The smaller the income the larg- 
er the percentage that goes for | 
tax, and vice versa. It is a vic- | 
lous, unsound, unprincipled tax 
that reaches out and greedily 
takes its vicious toll from the 
meager income of the great un- 
organized masses of the people 
of the state. It is a device for 
pouring additional millions of 
dollars into the state treasury, to 
create more bureaus, to put more 
political appointees on the pay 
roll and to further saddle the 
people of Georgia with the most 
cruel and vicious system of tax- 
ation it is possible to devise. 


. It is a tax to which the over- 
whelming majority of the people 
of Georgia are opposed. It is a 
tax which is being pushed by 
some who dare not come out into 
the open and let the people of 
Georgia know they are pushing | 
it. It is a tax that will make the | 
dollars of the poorest people 
worth only 97 cents. It is a tax 
that effects an actual reduction 
in the pay of the working man. 
It is the most unprincipled and 
degenerate form of taxation that 
has ever been devised. It is a tax 
to which there is so much oppo- 
sition that not a politician in 
Georgia would dare run on a 
platform including a plank call- 
ing for this tax. And should it 
pass, we predict those who vote 
for it will learn next year the 
truth of this statement. 

Listen—80 per cent of the 
families (families, not individ- 
uals) of Georgia have annual in- 
comes of less than $1,000 per 
year, They, out of their meager 
earnings, which are far less than 
the exemption allowed married 
men under the net income tax, 
would pay most of the $11,000,- 
000 this 3 per cent sales tax 
would raise. Further proof that 
the pogr would pay the tax is 
seen in\the figures of the United 
States census of distribution for 
1935, which showed that $318,- 
994,000 of the $484,693,000 retail 
sales in Georgia that year was 
spent for necessities. And that 
fact still stands, even though a 
few items of food products be 
exempt from the tax. Any man 
who says he is interested in help- 
ing the masses of the people of 
Georgia, and then advocates a 
sales tax, brands himself as eith- 
er insincere or totally ignorant of 
what a sales tax really is. 

The people of Georgia voted on 
a sales tax a few years ago. When 
the constitutional amendment was 
before the people, which would 
have limited ad valorem taxes 
for all purposes to 15 mills, the 
County Commissioners’ Associa- 
tion went out and told the peo- 
ple if they voted for this amend- 
ment they were voting for a sales 
tax.

The Hepburn board is the group 
of expert aviation officers of the 
Navy Department which investi- 
gated sites for major naval air 
bases on both the Atlantic and 
Pacific shores and in our island 
and other tefritorial possessions.

Wayward March, after sand- 
wiching a freakish tornado be- 
tween two calm spring days, will 
reverse itsyform today and bring 
Atlanta a brisk, but brief touch of 
winter, the United States Weather 
Bureau has reported. 


Winds from the northwest blew 
in yesterday afternoon, drove the, 
clouds from the sky and are ex- 
pected to send thermometers down 
to’ 35 degrees this morning. The 
day will be fair, however, weather 
bureau officials said, and a bright 


afternoon. Yesterday’s high was 
60 degrees. 

Early yesterday morning, a tor- 
nado dipped and swayed through 
atmos- 
phere, doing considerable proper- 
ty damage, but causing no loss 
of life. Buildings were unroofed 
and trees uprooted in Acworth, 
in north Fulton county near Al- 


near Gainesville, the scene of sev- 
eral disastrous windstorms. 


Reports from north Fulton 
county said that high winds tore 
through the Birmingham, Little 
River and Double Branch districts 
about 3:30 o’clock in the morning, 
cutting a trail through woods and 
across fields approximately four 
miles long, and from 100 yards to 
a quarter of a mile wide. 

Several houses in the path of the 
storm were knocked from their 
foundations, walls collapsed, and 
roofs whirled through the air. 
Persons asleep at the time the. 
storm hit escaped injury. 

An hour and a half later high 
winds partly demolished the Pleas- 
ant Grove Baptist church, about 
10 miles west of Gainesville.

THE FUNDAMENTAL INJUSTICE 

Washington observers report that the sen- 
ate committee which has been holding hear- 
ings on the bill to equalize freight rates be- 
tween the various sections of the country will 
probably make an adverse recommendation. 
This regardless of the fact that the future in- 
dustrial development of the south and the west 
is largely dependent upon removal of the 
freight discriminations now in effect in favor 
of the “official” territory of the east and New 
England. However, it is certain that a minority 
report will bring the issue to the senate floor, 
even though the majority is unfavorable. 

It appears that the influence of concentrat- 
ed business and industry in the eastern section 
of the country is still strong enough to carry 
weight with the people’s representatives, de- 
spite the incontrovertible case which has been 
made for the southern and western shippers. 
Not only through rate experts from all parts of 
the south and west, but by the testimony of a 
member of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion itself, the injustice of the ‘present rate 
structure has been established. 

Commissioner Lee, in his report on hearings 
on the complaint of the Southeastern Gover- 
nors’ Conference, stated “there are principles 
involved, the determination of which probably 
affect the rates not only on the commodities 
specifically named in the complaint, but on 
other traffic as well.” 

The tremendous significance of ‘that state- 
ment, that wide “principles are involved,” and 
the reference to the effect on other commodi- 
ties manufactured in the south and moving into 
the consuming territories of the north, is what 
makes the report so vitally important. 


E. L. Hart, secretary and traffic manager of 
the Atlanta Freight Bureau, and acknowledged 
as one of the outstanding rate experts of the 
country, in testifying before the senate commit- 
tee, said “the situation violates every rule of 
fairness and militates against a national sys- 
tem of rail transportation now existent in this 
country. ... This national purpose includes pro- 
tection not alone of carriers and manufacturers. 
Jobbers and others are entitled to buy from all 
parts of the country, so that they will not be 
competitively under the dictation of one sec- 
tion. Consumers benefit in this competition of 
localities and thereby obtain their needs at a 
lower and more reasonable cost. A common 
good demands equality among shippers in 
transportation. .. .” 

The issue before congress is not the actual 
making of specific class or commodity rates. 
That is a duty for the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the rate experts of the coun- 
try. The action sought of congress is one pe- 
culiarly its function. That is to pass the simple, 
fair and honest law, that freight rates must 
be based upon equal opportunity to reach mar- 
kets for all sections of the country. 


The ICC has stated, in respect to some of 
the inequitable rates now in force, that it lacks 
authority to change them. The passage of the 
bill asked of congress would give to the ICC 
all needed authority. It would simply set forth 
a principle, leaving the task of conforming to 
that principle to the commission and its ex- 
perts, as well as the freight rate making offi- 
cials of the roads. 


It should be remembered that the funda- 
mental issue involved is the cost of reaching 
the markets of the nation with the products of 
southern factories, farms and mines. There can 
be no fair competition when the producer lo- 
cated in Connecticut can carry his goods to 
market for a sum lower than the southern pro- 
ducer of the same products can reach the same 
market. This condition exists today on many 
commodities, irrespective of the fact that in 
most instances the distance involved is greater 
from the New England point of origin than 
_ from the southern. 

Joseph G. Kerr, one of the outstanding rate 
experts of the country, in a recent statement 
attacked the charge made by the Southeast- 
ern Governors’ Conference, that rates from the 
south were 39 per cent higher on many goods 
than from the east. As examples for his argu- 
ment, Mr. Kerr said this figure has now been 
reduced to 20 per cent higher, while the rates 


d to this paper and also the local news pub- . 


on textiles average from 5 to 10 per cent high- 
er and on paper, 10 per cent higher. 

It is not necessary to question Mr. Kerr’s 
figures. He is probably entirely correct. But 
his own statement proves the claim of the gov- 
ernors’ conference and of the southern and 
western side of the argument. For why should 
rates from one territory be any higher, at all, 
than from another? Fundamentally the prin- 
ciple of the injustice is the same, regardless of 
whether the differential be 39 per cent, 20 per 
cent, 5 or 10 per cent. 

The weakness of the case of those railroads 
which are opposing the rate change—by no 
means all the roads are in opposition—is that 
they want to be the judges of all rates proposed. 
Mr. Kerr, in his statement, exposes this when 
he says: “The southern railroads ... have been 
and are now prepared to support such a basis 
of competitive rates to the north on southern 
products as interested shippers may be able by 
satisfactory evidence to demonstrate to be nec- 
essary....” 

Which proposes a simple reversion to the 
days when rates were set by the roads them- 
selves and which resulted in such evils of fa- 
voritism and confusion that it became neces- 
sary to place the rate-making authority in the 
hands of the ICC and the utilities commissions 
of the various states. 

Witness after witness, including President 
Roosevelt, Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
Lee, the National Emergency Council, innumer- 
able rate experts, the Southeastern Governors’ 
Conference and many others have established 
that there does exist, today, an unfair prefer- 
ence in rate making on behalf of the eastern 
“official territory.” 

That situation having been completely es- 
tablished, it now becomes necessary to remedy 
the evil, not only for the sake of southern and 


western industry, but for the sake of national . 


economic progress and stability, for the sake 
of every American consumer. 

It would seem that the proper course would 
be for congress to establish the fundamental 
principle of national rate equality into law, and 


for the ICC and the railroads themselves then 


to see that this principle is rigidly obeyed. 


GEORGIA SHOULD PRODUCE ITS OWN FOOD 

It is a well-known fact that the soil and cli- 
mate of Georgia are suitable to the production 
of practically all the foodstuffs, of the highest 
quality, consumed by the people of the state. 
Despite this fact agricultural products by the 
thousands of carloads are shipped into the state 
every year. 

This is no new discovery. It has been known 
for years. Its bad economic effect, however, was 
not felt all at once, but gradually, as the pro- 
duction of cotton declined below 50 per cent 
of the former output. With a $200,000,000 chief 
money crop other agricultural products could 
be bought economically. With a present $35,- 
000,000 chief money crop other agricultural 
products must be produced or the people, as a 
whole, will gradually become poorer and poor- 
er, paying tribute to the agriculturists of other 
States. 

There are many instances at hand to indi- 
cate this ever-growing unfavorable balance of 
trade. It is as if Georgia were one of the have- 
not nations of the world. Just to cite one ex- 
ample, Irish potatoes, by the hundreds of car- 
loads, are shipped into the state from distant 
points, at higher transportation costs, when po- 
tatoes of equal or better quality can be grown 
within a stone’s throw of the main consuming 
centers. 

One of the most notable Georgia economic 
gullibilities, however, is the purchase, by the 
people of the state, every year, of millions of 
dollars’ worth of agricultural prodgicts, as well 
as manufactured goods, from other‘States which 
are assessing destructive taxation against Geor- 
gia products. 

To say that the problem is difficult to solve 
is putting it lightly. But the Georgia Vegetable 
Growers’ Association, which is holding its fifth 
annual meeting at the state experiment station 
near Griffin, this week, is contributing much 
toward a solution.

THE STABILIZATION FUND A 
PROVED SUCCESS 
(From the Louisville Courier-Journal). 

Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau 
makes a complete accounting of his handling of 
the $2,000,000,000 stabilization fund, and that ac- 
counting is unanswerable argument for continua- 
tion of the fund until January, 1940. By employ- 
ing only $200,000,000 of the huge sum accruing 
from the devaluation of the dollar and by co- 
operating with other nations, Mr. Morgenthau 
has kept foreign exchange on an even keel and 
thus has prevented disastrous effects to our ex- 
ternal trade. In his use of the money in buying 
and selling foreign currencies he has not only 
prevented violent fluctuations, but has piled up a 
profit of some $12,445,297. 

“If there had been no stabilization fund,” Mr. 
Morgenthau told the house committee on coinage, 
weights and measures, “to co-operate with other 
funds, the dollar exchange would have fluctuated 
so violently as to disrupt our trade.” During the 
Munich crisis last September, he pointed out, the 
fund saved the United States and European na- 
tions from possible “international monetary 
chaos.” If this vast reserve was needed in the 
last five years, it will be needed just as much in 
the near future, since recurrent crises are almost 
certain to occur. The act of 1934, which empow- 
ered the president to employ the fund, expires 
on June.30 and its extension is imperative. 

_In explaining his procedure, Mr. Morgenthau 
told the committee that he bought up foreign 
currencies when they were slipping with the 
understanding from the nations he was assisting 
they would buy them back at the prices paid. 
Thus speculators and panics were prevented from 
producing -harmful results. It was no altruistic 
service, however. In stabilizing foreign exchange 
the United States was stabilizing foreign trade. 
Nations with deflated currencies couJd not buy 
American goods and could undersell the United 
States in the American market.

cast, after months of frantic negotiation in which Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins pleaded vainly for attention from the warring mo- 
guls of the CIO and AFL. To force them to confer, the President 
has affixed his own signature to a letter prepared in Miss Perkins’ 
office before the new year, suggesting “peace with honor” to both 
sides. In hasty compliance, both sides have appointed committees 
to discuss peace terms. : 

John Llewelyn Lewis will be the dominant figure of the peace 
conference, both because the CIO chieftain has a habit of dominating 
conferences and because William Green, chieftain of the AFL, has 
preferred to send delegates. The conference comes at a time when 
the new labor movement has lost its great impétus; when factional 
strife has acutely weakened both CIO and AFL, and when even 
labor’s political power seems to be in danger. Whether it succeeds 
or fails, therefore, it may well prove a turning point in Lewis’ 
astounding career. And, all these things being so, this seems like 
a good moment for an interim report on John Lewis. 


A DIFFERENT LEWIS His coal mine years and his rise in 
the union; his red-baiting, high tariff 


Republican period and his New Deal transformation; his marriage 
to a brilliant woman and the help she has given him—all these are 
twice-told tales by now. Even his comfortable house in Alexandria 
and his car and chauffeur have lost their power to excite wonder. 
But Lewis is worth an interim report, because the last years, and 
even the last months, have distinctly changed him. 

The most marked change is in his attitude toward the New Deal 
and the White House, which used to be acid, to say the least. A 
number of factors entered in. For one, there was the President’s 
“plague on both your houses” statement, and his failure to support 
the CIO in the General Motors strike. For another, there was what 
Lewis considered the President’s insufficient recognition of the 
CIO’s support in the 1936 election. For still another, there was the 
kind of personal irritation which is all too likely to arise between 
two powerful men, and which was worsened in Lewis’ case by the 
feeling that the blarneying Roosevelt manner had more than a trace 
of patronage in it. As a result, last year Lewis was openly and 
bitterly criticizing the President for weak leadership in the new 
denression, 

In changing all this, another change in Lewis has had its in- 
fluence. Recent difficulties have weakened his conviction of the 
first CIO period that all obstacles must fall before him. Even in 
drawing rooms he still roars like a lion, but like a shrewd lion, 
not an overconfident one. Meanwhile, mutual interest has tended 
to force Lewis and the President together, and the President has 
made personal overtures to counteract his patronizing impression, 
sending Miss Kathryn Lewis to the Lima conference, dining the 
Lewises at the White House, and the like. Lewis, though still cap- 
tious, is a firm New Deal ally once more, while the AFL flirtation 
with the Republicans becomes increasingly public. 


SERIOUS PEACEMAKER The two changes in Lewis both pre- 
pare him for his 1940 political 


struggle. He knows how tough that struggle is going to be, fore- 
seeing the danger to the CIO in the election of either a Republican 
or conservative. Democrat, and realizing the difficulties attending 
the election of anyone else. One reason why he has named him- 
self a delegate to the AFL-CIO peace conference is to show the 
CIO’s serious desire for labor unity, without which the struggle 
will be over from the start. 

Indeed, he is well aware that the background of the peace con- 
ference is political, for the chief spur to the New Deal anxiety for 
labor unity is the knowledge of its political importance. If the 
peace conference proves a failure, it is understood that the Presi- 
dent will ask for a joint committee of the AFL and CIO to give him 
support. Lewis will go along, and he and his lieutenants are glee- 
fully planning to make capital out-of it if William Green refuses. 
Altogether, Lewis has become a political personality quite different 
from the old type of labor leader who relied on playing one side 


against the other.

Rerendiciti: Death Rate Held | Scandal! 


Is Five Times That of 
Sweden, Doctor Asserts; | : 
Atlanta Praised for 
Its Health Education. 


By STEPHEN J. McDONOUGH. 
Associated Press Science Writer. 


The death rate from appendici- 
tis was declared yesterday to be 
as great a national scandal as the 
death rate from automobile acci- 
dents. 

In a discussion before the South- 
eastern Surgical Congress here, 
Dr. Mont R. Reed, of the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati, declared the 
American death rate from appen- 
dicitis is “a national disgrace” in 
view of medical knowledge and 
public educational measures avail- 
able. 

“The annual toll from this dis- 
ease is between 25,000 and 30,000 
people, and the victims are mostly 
yonng, healthy adults,” he declar- 
ed, “At the present time we have 
the highest death rate from ap- 
pendicitis of any civilized country 
in the world. 

Prevention Possible. 

Addressing more than 600 sur- 
geons from southeastern, southern 
and many northern states at the 
opening of the annual congress, 
Dr. Reed said more than half the 
annual death rate from appendi- 
citis could be prevented. 

While in Sweden the death rate 
from the disease has been cut to 
three persons per 100,000 and the 
death rate in America has jumped 
from eight to 16 per 100,000 during 
the past 30 years, he added, health 
education work in Atlanta, Cincin- 
nati and Philadelphia has reduced 
their death rates by one-third 
compared to other industrial cities 
of the nation. 


A recent flood of medical lit. 


erature on cases of ruptured ap- 
pendicitis “is a sad commentary 
upon our national intelligence,” 
Dr. Reed declared. “With an in- 
telligent medical profession and 
an intelligent public it should not 
occur.’ 
Education Advocated. 
Apparently the problem of 
checking the appendicitis death 
rate must be dropped into the laps 
of school children, he declared, 
since a campaign among Cincin- 
nati public school children has | 
proven more effective than all the | 
clinics conducted for adults. 


Along with their ABC’s these | 


children have been taught through 
lectures, stickers on their school 
books, and demonstration that 
pains in the abdomen should nev- 
er be treated with purgatives and 
that a physician should. be called 
in to treat any stomach pains. 

The influence of such a trained 
child in the home has been dem- 
onstrated, Dr. Reed added, by the 
fact that the appendicitis death 
rate in Cincinnati, Atlanta and 
Philadelphia has been steadily de- 
clining because patients are be- 
ing treated before the appendix 
ruptures and makes an operation 
hazardous. 

Dr. Reed added that members 
of the medical profession must be 
trained more thoroughly to recog- 
nize the signs and symptoms of 
appendicitis earlier and more 
thoroughly and contribute their 
share to reducing the death rate 
from the disease.

Danger Lurks in Hidéctions on Back of Neck Which May 
Spread Poison to Spinal Cord, South Carolina 
-Doctor Tells Southeastern Parley.

Common boils and carbuncles 
were declared yesterday to be a 
relatively common cause of paraly- 
sis and even death. 

When such infections, usually 
treated lightly by persons who ac- 
quire them, are located on the 
back or back of the neck near the 
spine, danger exists that they may 
spread to the spinal cord and cause 
a quick paralysis, Dr. George H. 
Bunch, of Columbia, S. C., told the 
Southeastern Surgical Congress. 

Such complications, which often 
may resemble infantile paralysis, 
are “not uncommon,” he declared, 
and “if left untreated, are prob- 
ably always fatal.” 

Many physicians do not recog- 
nize the spread of pus from a boil 
or carbuncle when it causes an 
abscess of the spinal cord. Dr. 
Bunch said, and as it gradually 
spreads through the canal inside 
the vertebrae it affects the nerves 
which branch out from the cord, 
causing a creeping paralysis of the 
legs and sometimes the arms and 
the breathing muscles. The condi- 
tion can also develop from injuries 
of the spine, he added. 

This disease can be diagnosed by 
injecting oil into the spine and fol- 
lowing its course by X-ray obser- 


vation. Its treatment consists of 
draining the spinal fluid near the 
point of infection, together with 
removal of a few small pieces of 
bone. This procedure is usually 
sufficient to save the lives of per- 
sons affected by the disease and in 
many cases to restore them to nor- 
mal, Dr. Bunch declared. 

Dr. Ambrose L. Lockwood, of 
Toronto, Can., predicted to the 
surgeons that within 10 years the 
lives of thousands of persons suf- 
fering from one form of heart dis- 
ease will be saved by the universal 
use of an operation which builds a 
new blood pipeline to the heart. 

This operation, which has been 
tried only in a comparatively few 
experimental cases, is designed to 
relieve the stoppage of the coro- 
nary blood vessels which carry 
blood to the heart itself. Hereto- 
fore such stoppage always has been 
fatal. 

With the technique developed by 
Dr. Claude Beck, of Western Re- 
serve University, Cleveland, O., 
however, the heart is given a new 
source of blood. A small part of 
the chest muscle which moves the 
arms is cut and one end left at- 
tached. The other end is carried to 
a small incision nrade in the heart 
sac and attached to it. The blood 
of the muscle then feeds the heart 
itself. 


‘No Place in Surgery for Luck,’ 
Noted Canadian Tells Doctors 


“Surgical shock should be more 
aptly aciled surgeon’s shock,” Dr. 
Ambrose L. Lockwood, of Toron- 
to, Cannada, director of surgery 
of the Lockwood clinic, yesterday 
told a session of the tenth annual 
Southeastern Surgical Congress. 


Dr. Lockwood, presenting a pa- 
per on “Life Guards of Surgery,” 
said. 

“Surgical shock after operative 
procedure for chronic conditions 
should more aptly be spoken of 
as surgeon’s shock. It is due more 
often to lack of preoperative and 
operative precautions, and to too 
rugh and too much surgery than 
to the lesion itself. 


“No surgeon is justified in tek- 
ing on such a volume of surgery 
that he cannot personally give the 
attention to his patients that the 
graviy of he cases require. 


“As the demand for his services 
increases, he must himself see to 
it that his assistants have been 
carefully selected and that their 
experience, __ training, surgical 
judgment and technical skill is 
such that he would not hesitate 
to put himself or a member of his 
family under their care.” There is 
no place jn modern surgery for 
fate, luck, nor that fickle maiden, 
chance.

‘Sta- 
tistics and figures are not suffi- 
cient to warrant abandonment of 
operations he knows by long per- 
sonal experience to have given 
good results with a minimum of 
mortality. 

“He should read, travel, visit 
these men, see them at work, and 
talk with them and their associates 
before too lightly adopting opera- 
tive measures that today may 
seem advisable-—and tomorrow be 
abandoned. 

“American surgery has develop- 
ed slowly, methodically, ever pro- 
gressively, in the hands of masters 
of surgical judgment and _ skill, 
men not easily swayed by every 
surgical weather vane.” 


REFERENDUM VOTED 
IN SALES TAX BILL

Williams, of Bacon, the amend- 
ment would allocate the money on 
the basis of state-aid highway 
mileage in each county. Two- 
thirds of each county’s individual 
allotment would be earmarked for 
support of its superior court, and 
the remaining one-third for 
schools. Williams estimated the 
tax would yield $9,000,000 an- 
nually, of which the counties 
receive $3,000,000. 
Funds for Teachers. 

Of the $6,000,000 remaining 
with the state, half would be al- 
located to the department of edu- 
cation for payment of teachers’ 
Salaries, and the other half ap- 
portioned (in direct ratio to other 
appropriations) between old-age 
pensions, support for dependent 
children and needy blind, and up- 
keep of eleemosynary institutions, 
including the tubercular hospital 
at Alto. 

If the state’s share of the tax 
income exceeds the needs of these 
specified items, any surplus would 
go to the general fund. 

To provide for shortage of funds 
in the current fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1939, a clause was in- 
serted to allot the first $500,000 
collected to the Welfare Depart- 
ment to pay the present operating 
deficiency at Milledgeville State 
Hospital for the Insane, and as 
much more as is necessary to meet 
teachers’ salaries unpaid under 
the present appropriation. 

Rivers Attacked. 

Last night’s action followed 
charges that Rivers was attempt- 
ing to “force” enactment of the 
Sales tax to assist in paying the 
proposed biennial budget bill of 
$100,000,000.

was last elected Governor and be- 
fore Arnall was appointed to his 
present post. 

Arnall denounced the handbills 
and letter attributed to him as 
misleading, citing that in 1933 and 
1935 he was a member of the gen- 
eral assembly from Coweta coun- 
ty and fought a sales tax, and that 


'the letter “was dated July, 1936. 


Distribution of the letters in the 
one attributed to Arnall 
and one to the Governor, was in- 
terpreted by an aide to Speaker 
Roy V: Harris, who instructed 
page boys to take up the copies 
already passed out. 

Culpepper took the floor to call 
attention to the letters and to 
charge Governor Rivers. “ignored 
the law when he refused to ap- 
ply the ‘grandfather clause’ to 
school funds and ignored it again 
when he waited longer than sev- 
en days after the regular session 
convened to present a budget to 
the assembly.” 

“Cannot Betray People.” 

Representative H. B. (Hell Bent) 
Edwards, of Lowndes, seized cop- 
ies of the letters from a page to 
read them to the house, and called 
attention to the order that the cop- 
ies be taken up from the members. 

Publication of charges the Gov- 
ernor “had taken personal charge” 
of the campaign to bring ebout 
passage of the sales tax drew at- 
tention to three pending measures 
which it was asserted were being 
used as a lever on interests outside 
the legislature to increase the 
“pressure” on members.

Jock Won’t Accept; Quit | 


Because of ‘Intolerable’ 
Conditions. 


PITTSBURGH, March 6.—(4)— 
Dr. John Bain Sutherland, declar- 
ing that athletic conditions at the 
University of Pittsburgh had be- 
come ‘intolerable’ for him, offi- 
cially parted companv today with 
his alma mater, for whom he has 
been turning out some of the most 
powerful football teams in the 
land the past 15 years. 

The University of Pittsburgh, 
through its chancellor, John G. 
Bowman, accepted the “Gloomy 
Scot’s” resignation with “our high 
respect, good will and good wishes 
for your continued success.” 

Dr. Sutherland—“Jock” to the 
gridiron world—kept secret his 
plans, if he has made any, but 
told newsmen he would not ac- 
cept an offer to coach at Missis- 
sippi State College. 

The famed coach’s letter of res- 
ignation, ending two years of fric- 
tion with the administration, re- 
flected the opinion he once ex- 
pressed that the wave of idealism 
over football at the university was 
a case of “going too far.” 

LIKE BOMBSHELL. 

His action, although not entirely 
unexpected, fell like a bombshell 
on the campus and the public at 
large in this steel metropolis. It 
was almost the sole topic of con- 
versation. Student leaders hur- 
riedly called meetings to prepare 
a demonstration in favor of Suth- 
erland. There was even talk of a 
strike, but this could not be con- 
firmed. 

Sutherland’s resignation was 
formally given in a letter to Dr. 
Bowman, who a year ago instituted 
the “Bowman code” for restricting 
athletics at Pitt to a strictly ama- 
teur basis. 

Bowman, John Weber, univer- 
sity secretary, and James Hagan, 
athletic director, last conferred 
with Sutherland on Thursday. 

Bowman told newsmen Suther- 
‘ Jand then appeared in “complete 
accord” with the strict “amateur” 
code, the policy against “special 
dispensation of scholarships to 
football players” and plans for 
“new” football material. 

To which Sutherland 
“That’s not my story.” 

LITTLE FRICTION. 

Bowman said there had been a 
“little friction” between Weber 
and Hagan on one side and Suth- 
erland on the other but that he 
had not felt there was “anything 
serious or insurmountable.” 

Sutherland, in leaving, followed 
four of his assistant coaches who 
have quit since the ‘1938 season 
closed.

P. Hal Sims, winner of many 
major bridge championships, is one 
of the nation’s top-ranking play- 
ers who not only prefers to con- 
ceal the true nature of his hand 
|from opponents when bidding, but, | 
when leading as well. Whenever | 
‘possible, Sims avoids leading’ 
fourth best from his longest suit. 
believing declarer may obtain 
more information from the fourth- 
best lead than defending partner. 

Against notrump contracts, Sims 
advises the lead of the lowest card 
from a five or six card suit. 

SIMS OFFERS REASONS. 

His reasons for this type of un- 
orthodox lead are: 

1. Declarer, who uses the Rule 
of Eleven, will have more diffi- 
culty in counting the leader’s hold- 


ing and that of defending part-| 


ner. 

2. Against a high notrump con- 
tract, declarer is not afraid to 
take a finesse and give up the 
lead if he does not sense that the 
lead of a low card represented a 
five or six-card suit. 

PARNER PLAYS HIGHEST. 

3. Leading a fifth or sixth high- 
est should never deceive defend- 
ing partner. In nine cases out of 
ten, he is forced to play his high- 
est card in the led suit. The tenth 
time the nature of the cards ex-

whether he should play his high- 
est or finesse against the dummy.

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WALLACE ASSAILS 
MARGARINE LEVIES 


Report on Interstate Trade 
Barriers Condemns Ac- 
tion of States. 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 
WASHINGTON, March 6.—The 
Agriculture Department in a re- 
port today on interstate trade bar- 
riers, said that state measures re- 
stricting sale of margarine were | 


creating ill-feeling and retaliation | 
and could not be expected to give | 


appreciable aid to dairy farmers. | 
)are open to all men of the city, 


Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace, in a foreword to the exhaus- | 
tive report, appealed to the states 
for removal of this and other trade 
barriers which he declared were 
impeding business recovery and 
causing “incalcuable economic 
loss” to the nation. 

More than half the states, the 
department said in its report, have 
laws designed to protect butter 
from competition of margarine. 
Most of these laws impose heavy 
excise taxes on the butter substi- 
tute, particularly if it includes 
raw materials not produced with- 
in the state. ? 

The department said that if 
consumption of margarine were 
prohibited and persons formerly 
using the product used butter, the 
maximum increase in the price of 
butter would be less than 2 cents 
a pound. It added that since many 
margarine users might not use but- 
ter, the actuat increase might be 
less than a cent a pound. 

The report said “resentment” 
spread throughout the cotton-pro- 
ducing states of the south when 
Wisconsin enacted legislation im- 
posing a 15-cent-a-pound tax on 
margarine. Cottonseed oil is one 
of the principal materials used in 
making the butter substitute. 

“Protective legislation, or even 
the threat of protective action, by 
one. state may lead to similar 
measures by others,” the report 
said. “In the case of state protec- 
tion, moreover, there is the dan- 
ger that a competition for protec- 
tive favors will arise within the 
state itself. Having granted pro- 
tection against outside competition 
to one industry, the state may soon 
find itself under considerable pres- 
sure to grant similar favors to 
other distressed industries. 

“If excise taxes may be used 
against margarine, what is to bar 
their effective use against other 
commodities?”, it asked. 

Other Restrictions. 

The report said practically every 
state has placed regulations and 
restrictions upon interstate trade 
in recent years. Among the prac-
